3. A record in this system of records may be dlsck>sed, as a routine use, to a Member of Congress submttHng a request imnlving an 
indivklual, to whom the record pertains, when the indMdual has requested assistance from the Member with respect to the sul)ject matter of 
ttie record.

CFR 1 .14, as a routine use, to the public if the record was ffled in an applicatkxi which became abandoned or In whteh the proceedings were 
temninated and which application is referenced by either a publshed application, an application open to public inspections or an issued 
patent 

9. A record from this system of records may be disclosed, as a routine use, to a Federal, State, or local law enforcement agency. If the 
USPTO becomes aware of a violation or potential vMatlon of law or regulation. 
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
